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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 


The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Zegarra. 
Zegarra discloses in the Figures and in column 6, line 36 to column 7, line 67 a device 
comprising a common use article (1) having visible surfaces, transparent windows (42- 
45) thereon, and a pocket (2-5) carried behind each window. Zegarra further discloses 
in column 5, lines 9-13 that a plurality of cards are held and displayed by the pockets 
such that representations thereon are visible to the user. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 2 and 4 are allowed. 

Claim 3 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 


Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed on January 6, 2005 have been fully considered but 
they are not persuasive with respect to claim 1 . The language added to claim 1 , 
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pertaining to public or business activities outside the home describes the intended 
purpose of the device, rather than imparting further structural limitations. Such 
language is generally deemed to have little if any patentable weight, under MPEP 21 14. 
Within the context of an apparatus claim, the language does not overcome the prior art. 
The structural limitations of claim 1 remain rejected under Zegarra. 

Conversley, the language when presented within the context of a method claim, 
is interpreted as involving a concrete method step; specifically, transporting the article 
out of the house and repeatedly observing it outside the home, as claimed. Zegarra, 
being directed to a method which is employed specifically within the home, does not 
suggest the method step. As a result, claims 2 and 4 are allowed. For similar reasons, 
claim 3 contains allowable subject matter. Contrary to the newly added language to 
claim 1 , claim 3 recites a clear structural limitation to the invention. There is no 
suggestion in Zegarra to provide an article selected from the claimed group.
